As I mentioned in the last newsletter, Colonel Ste- 
ve Ellsworth, the current president of the ANA has 
told us we are very lucky (we make the luck!) in the 
Pacific Northwest to have such strong clubs. I love 
the synergistic relationships between strong local 
clubs, and the regional PNNA efforts, that end up 
making the Pacific Northwest such a great place to 
be a coin collector or coin dealer.

This is going to be another great year 


It is unfortunate that we will not be together for 
a spring show/ convention in Tukwila, but we will 
get together in September instead! We had quite a 
few Boy Scouts planning to get a Coin Collecting 
Merit Badge on Saturday at the show, and we will 
invite them to join us in September instead. 
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The Puyallup Fair (Washington State Fair, Sep- 
tember 4-277, 2020), wants us back to “every day of 
the fair” in 2020 after experimenting with reduc- 
ing us to half the fair in 2019. Apparently, the fair 
attendees missed us dearly! Everyone should come 
help the PNNA promote numismatics. This will 
include juggling a bit to cover during the overlap of 
the fair and our new fall PNNA show. 


We are deep in planning the launch for the first 
ever PNNA Fall Show (in Tukwila, Septem- 
ber 25-26-27, 2020). We are interested in any 
input you may have on the show. I will work tire- 
lessly, to see that both shows (spring and fall) are 
considered MAJOR - I do not expect one to be 
smaller than the other. While I anticipate keeping 
the annual PNNA membership meeting at the 
Spring show normally, we will hold the annual 
membership meeting on September 26 this year 
since we cancelled the spring show. 


As I mentioned in the last newsletter, launching a 
second Seattle-area PNNA show follows a strong 
national trend. Strong annual shows, across the 
country, have found that two shows per year works 
best (vs. one). This has happened with the Florida 
FUN show, Baltimore, and many other large cities. 
It was definitely time for the PNNA to make this 
move. Not every show succeeds at this, but I be- 
lieve we understand why some have failed while 
many have succeeded. We have a solid team to 
make this happen. While it takes a team to do it, I 
will share that our secret “ace in the hole” is Scott 
Loos. I’m not sure we would try to launch a new 
Show without Scott, but with Scott — how can be 
lose? 


This national trend has caused the ANA challeng- 
es, and is a key reason the ANA repeatedly finds 
itself considering an option to standardize on Chi- 
cago for the summer. We know that for the ANA, 
Portland remains the best location for us to attract 
an ANA show into the Pacific Northwest. We were 
not selected in the last round, but we will continue 
to try to bring the ANA to the Pacific Northwest in 
future years. 

With the great shows in the Northwest - Boeing, 
PNNA Spring, PNNA Fall, WCC Fall, Salem, and 
many more ... we can all reach out to coin collec- 
tors who have not yet heard or attended our many 


clubs or our many shows in our region. How many 
state quarter collectors can we attract in the up- 
coming years? I see lots of opportunity. 


Portland Fall Show/ Convention (October 31 
-November 1 and Salem (December 5-6) of- 
fer a solid combination of shows to look forward to 
when 2020 winds down. The WCC board has ap- 
pointed Jason Breedlove to be their new show 
chair, while Scott remains the bourse chair. The 
monthly WCC board discussions about the future 
of the show are energetic and energizing. I think 
the WCC show is going to grow over the next five 
years in both scope and personality. The WCC club 
is very strong (they recently moved their meeting 
Space, and an upside is that the new space is an 
upgrade - better parking, and better lighting in the 
room). I feel great about the transition of the show 
to the WCC completely, and I am confident it will 
help strengthen numismatics in the Pacific North- 
west through the dedication of the WCC club. 
Again, we are really blessed to have strong clubs 
throughout the regions - I see it first-hand around 
Portland (where I live) - but I also know through 
others that the greater Seattle area has a number of 
clubs that distinguish themselves, and there are 
many other clubs sprinkled across Washington and 
Oregon that are doing great things. I have insider 
knowledge that https://cavemancoinclub.org/ will 
be popping up on the web to promote Grants Pass 
area numismatics. It’s all so great to see - and 
THANK YOU for all of you helping keep it fun and 
interesting - it all depends on the local collectors 
and dealers having fun together.

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National Banks Names: A Window into United States Economic History 


by Tom Tullis 


Greetings, fellow collectors! I hope your recent collecting 
has been going well as you add to your collection. 


At the Willamette Coin Club/ PNNA show in early Octo- 
ber 2019, I showed an exhibit featuring the different 
“types” of names used by National Banks. At first, Na- 
tional Banks were named numerically, and would-be 
bank business owners were not given a choice of what to 
name their bank. This soon changed as mainly East coast 
bankers protested, and bankers could choose the name 
for their hoped-for National Bank. 


As I put together this exhibit, I began to realize that 
some bank titles captured a localized aspect of a region’s 
economy. Since the National Banking system originated 
during the Civil War, these bank names captured the 
economy as it was developing during this period of Unit- 
ed States history. This article will flesh out this concept 
and illustrate how some of these bank names can give us 
a glimpse into a locality’s local economic history. 


In my collection are several notes with the partial title of 
“Farmers.” As I did research for my exhibit, I was some- 
What surprised at how common this descriptive term is. 
For example, in my native state of Ohio, there were 648 
issuing charters. Of these, a quick review of the banks 
revealed that over 20 banks had the term “Farmers” as 
part of the title. 


In today’s society, the term “Farmer” seems like a term 
from the past. With the advent of large company farms, 
more and more individual farmers are unable to com- 
pete financially. The United States economy in the past 
was more localized, as can be illustrated by some of 
these bank titles. It is easy to think of our agricultural 
base as being isolated in a few states, but in the past the 
agricultural base was more widespread. 


To illustrate, here is a note from my collection (top of 
right-hand column). It is FR# 616, a $10 date back from 
the Farmers Deposit National Bank of Pittsburgh, Penn- 
sylvania. This bank is charter #685, and was chartered 
early in the National Bank era in J anuary 1865. While we 
might associate coal, iron and steel with Pittsburgh, we 
Should also associate agriculture and the farming econo- 
my as well. By 1910, Pittsburgh was the nation’s 8 larg- 
est city, about the same time frame as this note. This 
bank lasted the entire National Bank era, and had 
$47.288 million in total circulation during its history. It 
is not a scarce bank, but is a good illustration of the con- 
cept of a peek at the economy back then.

There are many bank titles that add to the “farmer” title. 
One of my favorites is the “Farmers and Merchants” 
combination. This is a good illustration of the “we grow 
it, you Sell it” concept. In looking at the titles from Ohio, 
at least five banks employ this combination. Today, we 
are encouraged to “buy American” and “support your 
local businesses.” During this period of economic histo- 
ry, this was the way it was. Here are some notes from my 
collection which illustrate this concept. The first is from 
El Dorado, Kansas, a small town located east of Wichita. 
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Fr. 657 1902 $20 Charter #4981 National Bank Note 
from The Farmers and Merchants NB, El Dorado, KS. 


The next note is from Charlotte, North Carolina. Alt- 
hough the name order is changed, the same idea is pre- 
sented: We are in this Lopes! and we are local.

from The Merchants and Farmers NB, Charlotte, NC. 
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Let’s look at another National Bank with a local econo- 
my background. This would be charter number 3952, 
the Manufacturers National Bank of Rockford, Illinois. 


The charter number tells us that this bank was put into 
the national system in 1888. It went into receivership in 
1931. This bank issued over $3.2 million in currency, 
and was one of more than ten National Banks that did 
business in this area. 


In looking at a map of Illinois, it is seen that Rockford is 
located on the Rock River and is about equidistant be- 
tween the Great Lakes and the Mississippi River. This 
location made it strategic for manufacturing. Business- 
es could not only receive raw materials from east or 
west but could ship finished product either way also. As 
a result, Rockford was noted for its production of heavy 
machinery, hardware, and tools. As the twentieth centu- 
ry began, this city became the second leading center of 
furniture manufacturing in the nation. Rockford be- 
came part of the “rust belt” later, but is revitalizing now 
wed economic ae Shown paow! is oe one

This is one of the few title layouts which have both the 
city and state listed. Most list only the city location.

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Tom Rogers at Carson City Mint 


The Carson City Mint sesquicentennial celebration 
was held on Feb. 4. Visiting dignitaries including 
U.S. Mint Director David Ryder participated. In- 
formation about the event is available at http:// 
mint150.com/. As noted on the website, visitors 
were invited to “Join us on Feb. 4 to celebrate the 
150th anniversary of when the Carson City Mint 
issued its first coin in 1870.” 


Among the visiting dignitaries was former U.S. 
Mint sculptor-engraver Thomas D. Rogers, who is 
a PNNA honorary life member and designed the 
obverse of the PNNA’s 75th anniversary medal. 
For the CC Mint sesquicentennial, Rogers sculpted 
a special medallion, first struck in .999 fine silver 
on Coin Press No. 1 at the ceremony. The medal- 
lion honors the CC Mint and Coin Press No. 1. 


The Nevada State Museum and the old mint are 
open to the public for various events including 
coining press demonstrations on Fridays and Sat- 
urdays. See the website for more information. The 
Reno Coin Club assists with these public events— 
see their website at http://www.renocoinclub.orq/ .
